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Concerning Mount- S1on. 


OUNT-SION was a Hill higher than all other Hills, 
and it ſtands northwards in Jeruſalem, and therefore is 


called S1O N, that is, a Watch- Tower, becauſe from 
this Hill [Sor] from it one might ſee the Holy Land, and all 
the Countries thereabouts; and upon this Hill David built his 
City, and blew the Trumpet : which Adawnt-Sion and Jeruſalem 
was a Type of a Heavenly Feruſalem, and Sion; for the Lord ſaid, 
I have ſet my King or Anointed wyon my holy Hil of Sion. Hea-, 
venly Sion is the Hill, or Mountain of Geds Holineſs; beautiful for 
Scituation, the Fey of the whole Earth is Mount-Sion ; let Mount-Sion 
rejoyce, Pal. 48. For God will fave Stor, the Salvation of 1/racb 
comes out of Son (to wit) Chriſt, who is elect and precious, laid 
in Son, but not in the outward Hill, or A4ownt-Sion; for Chrilk 
was born in Bethlem, and David ſaith, by Prophecy concerning 
Chriſt, O that the Salvation of Iſrael was come out of Sion z when 
the Lerd brings back the Captivity of his People, Jacob fhall rejoyces 
ard I(racl ſhall be glad, Pal. 14. And again he ſaith, Let Iſrael re- 
Joyce in the Lord that made him, let the Children of Sion be joyful in 
eheir King; for Sion ſhall be redeemed through Judgment, and her 
Converts through Righteouſneſs. Is not this S102 Gods People, and 
not the outward Hill ? Far ont of Sion ſhall go forth a Law, and 
the Word of the Lord from Jeruſalem : Is not this heavenly Feruſa- 
lem and heavenly Sien, that the Word of the Lord and his Law 
goes out of, and not out of the outward Hill Sion ? Ir the laſt dayes 
(1ſaiah ſaith that the Mountain of the Houſe of the Lord ſhall be 
eſtabliſhed on the top of all Mountains, and exalted above all the Hills, 
and all Nations ſhall flow unto it : Is not this heavenly Mount- Sion, 
and heavenly Feruſalem? And Iſaiah ſaith, The Lords exalted, for 
he dnelis on bigh, be hath filled Sion with fFudement ard Righteouſ- 
meſs; Sion Is called a City of our Sclemnity, and Jeruſalem, a queer 
habitation, a Tabernacle that ſhall not be taken down ; not one of the 
ſtakes thereof ſhall ever be removed, neither ſhall any-of the Cords 
thereof. be brokenz 1s not this heavenly Feruſalem and heavenly S10n ? 
But let the Hypocrites or Sinrcrs of outward $i4 or Fernſalem 
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Ye afraid, which may be removed 'or broken, which heavenly $i- 
#n Or Feruſalem cannot; for no unclean thing enters into it. O- 
Sion ! that bringeſt good Tidings, get thee up into the kigh Mountain” + 
of Jeruſalem, that brings good tidings; lift up thy Voice with ſtrength, 
Lift it 1p, be not afraid; Say wnto the City of Judah, Bebold your God. 
So here's Sion and Feruſ/alem that bring good tidings. 

Now, do ye thigk that this was-the outward Fers/alem, or outs . 
ward Hill? for Chriit was born in Berhlem, a Cheif Corner Stone, 
ele& and precious, laid in S:on ; but it doth not fay in the outward 
Hili Sion. Iſaiah ſpcakes by prophecy, Ifa.51. He will comfort all” 
her waſte places, and he will make her Wilderneſs like Eden, and her 
Deſart like the Garden of the Lord; Joy andGlidniſs ſhall be found 
therein, Thanks - giving and the Voice of Melody : I have put my 
Words in thy Month, and have Covered thee, even in the Shadow of 
my hand, that I may plant the Heavens, and lay the Foundations of 
the Earth, and ſay unto Sion, Thou art my People. Here you may ſee, 
that Sion is Gods People; And how beautiful upon the Mountains 
are the feet of him that brings glad Tidings, that publiſhes Peace, 
that brings good Tidings of good, that publiſheth Salyatior, tharx 
faith unto Som, Thy God riegns, when the Lord ſhall bring again 
S:on, (to-wit) his People; for the outwatd Mountain, with the 
outward Hill, was not removed ; and the Redecmer ſhall come 
to $;ern, and untothernthat are turned 'from Tranſgreſlion, 1/a. 59: 
and Rom. 11, And this Redeemer is Chriſt. And J1/aiah faith 
Who hath ſeen ſuch a thing, and who hath heard ſuch things ? Shall 
a Nation be born at once ? For ſo. ſoon as Son travelled ſhe brought. 
forth her Chileren. ED 

Now here you may fee the wonder of S:#n*s Travel, which 
was not the Great Hill, nor Watch-Tower in Fersſalem. And 
Zachariah ſaith, The Lord ſhall yet Comfort Sion, (that is) his Pes- 
ple, Zach.1. And Zachariah ſaith, ſboutrhou Danzhter of Sion. And 
again he faith to Szor, Ler net thy band be ſlack: ſo Sion was and 
is Gods People. And Micah ſaith, In the Laft dayes, &c. the Moun- 
$4in of the houſe of the Lord ſhall be eftabliſhed above all the Monn- 
tains, and it ſhall be exalted, above all the Hills : So here is Gods 
heavenly Mountain or Watch Tower, which is above, all Hitls 
an] Mountains,and People ſhall flow unto it, and many Nations ſhall come, 
. and ſay,Come let us go up to the Mountain of the Lord,and to the Houſe of the 
God of Jacob,end he'will teach ns of his wayes,and we will walk in buPaths. 
Here God is the Teacher of his People, and Nations; for theſe laſt 
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Tays are. the daygs of Chrift, in To New Covenant or Teſtament, 
where the Lord goes torto, from heavenly Son, the Mountainof rin 
Houſe of- God, eſtablii!1-d zbove all Mountains, and the Word from 
heavenly Jeruſalem, tLat is above old Jeruſalem, which was the 
Word of Faith, (the Apoſtles preact*t) in Peoples Hearts and 
Mouthes, Rem. 10. /ficah 4. 1/x.2. The Jews in the Old Teſta» 
ment they had the Law given to them atthe cutward Hill Afourr- 
Sicn, who had the outward H1ll Northin Ferz/alem, called, Aſount- 
$1en, and read the outward Law in outward Jeruſalem; but the 
Mouritain of the Lord, or heavenly Atonnt-Sion, which is called the 
Mountain of the Houſe of the Lord, is eſtabjiſhed on the top of 
&/] the Mountains, and exalted above all the Hills, ſo that all Na- 
tions may ſee it, and flow unto it. And Obadiah (faith, Upon Mount- 
Sion ſhall be deliverance, &C. and ſaviours ſhall come upon Mount-Sion, 
ro judgethe Mount of E\au, and the Kingdom ſhall be the Lords. And 
the Apoſtle ſaith, Rom. 9. As it is written, behild, 1 luy inSion 4 
Stone of ſtumbling, and « Rock of Offence, and whoſoever believeth on him 
ſhall not be aſhamed. And Peter taith, 1 Epiſt. 2. Behold I lay in Sion 
a cbief Corner Stone, eleil and precious, and he that believeth on him 
ſhall not be Confoimded ; to all that believe in him he ts preciens, but un« 
to them that are diſohedient, he #s a Stone of ſiumbling and a Rock of. 
Offence who ſtumbles at the Word, the Stone which the Builders diſallowed, 
(viz. the oxtward profeſſors) the ſame is made the Head of the Corner of 
Geas Houje, whole Houſe Gods People are, and this Son, the chief 
Corner Stone, which is laid in S597, was not laid in the Hill called, 
Sion, in outward Jeruſalem; for Chriſt the chief Corner Stone, was 
born in Bethlem, as is ſaid before. And the Apoſtle writes tothe 
Church in his Epiſtle to the Hebrew, and ſaid, They were nt come to 
che Mount Sinai, where they received rhe Law, bur ye are come to 
Mount-Sion, the Ciry of rhe living God, the heavenly |erufalem, and 
ts an imumerable Corp iny of Angels, and they were come to the general 
Aſſembly, the Church 'f the firſt berr,, which are written tn heaven, and 
30 God the Judge of ail, 11d to the Spirits of Fuft men made perfett, and 
38 Feſan the Mediator of the New-Covenant, and tothe Blood of ſprinkling 
&c. See ihat ye refuic not him that ſpeaks from Heaven ; if we 
turn away {om him that ſpeaks from Heaven, whoſe Voice ſhakes 
not the-Earth only,. but the Reavens allo, but if ye here the Voice 
of Chriſt, and follow him, ye will receive his Kingdom that cannot 
-be moved nor ſhaken. 
And Nay, all ye Chriffiess, that profeſs Chriftianity, are yecome 
EE bo 
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to MonntoSien? or are ye under the Law, which came from Mount» 
Sinai, not Mownt-Sion ? which Law commanded Tythes, Offerings, Sa- 
crifice, Oaths, and Swearing, with outward Tabernacle, Santtuary, 
and Temple, and Prieſts Lips to preſerve Peoples Knowledge, command- 
ed by the Law inthe Old Teltament; and if ye be come to Afount- 
Sion, and heavenly Jeruſalem, the City-of the Living God, then you 
ſce the innumerable Company of Angels, and the Spirits of Juſt men 
made perfect; and .they that are come here, their Names are writ- 
ten in Heaven; and ſuch are come to Jeſus, the Mediator of the 
new Covenant, who ſpeaks from Heaven, whoſe Voice ſhakes the 
Heavens, and the Earth, that are to be ſhaken, that thoſe things that 
cannot be ſhaken, may remain, Heb. 12. And John ſaid Rev, 14. 
He ſaw a Lamb ſtood on Mount-Zion, and with bim a bundred forty four 
thouſand, baving their Fathers Name written in their forcheads, which 
wereredeemed out of the Earth, and from amongſt men, and they follow. 
rd the Lamby and in their monthes were found ns Guile; for they are 
without fault beforethe Throne of God, and they ſung a new Song, 
before the Throne, and no man could learn that Song, but the hun- 
dred forty four thouſand which were redeemed, &c. Then ſurely 
this was ſpiritual, and ſurely this was heavenly-Szon, 7and not Earthy, 
which the hundred and forty four thouſand ſtood upon, which were 
redeemed from the Earth, and ſo from Earrhly Sion, and Earthly 7e- 
rſalem, and all thoſe Earthly things that followed Chriſt the Lamb, 
and was with him after he was riſen, before the Throne of God.

T* Apoſtle bids the Church of Chriſt, Put ow the whole Armour 
of God, that ye may be able to ſtand againſt the Wiles of the De- 

wil; for we wreſtle rot againſt Fleſh and Blood, bur againſt Prenci- 

palitics and Powers,againſt the Rulers of the Darkyeſs of this Veiga 
| Spiritu 
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Spiritual Wickedneſs in High-places. So this Wreſtling was with Spi- 
. ritual Weapons, Spiritual Men; for Carnal Men Wreſtle with 
Fleſh and Blood, and with Carnal Weapons, and mens Armenr, 
and not the Armeur of God. And again, the Apoſtle ſaith, Take 
wnro you the whele Armour of God, that you may be ableto ſtand in the 
Evil day ;, having done,and having overcome ell,toftand, having your Loyns 
girt with Trath. So thisisa heavenly Girdle, not nataral; and ha- 
ving on the Breaſt-plate of Righteouſneſs, this is a Spiritual Breaſt- 
plate, not Natural, having your Feet ſhod with the preparation of 
the Goſpel of Peace, which is the Power of God, over the Devil, 
and before he was to be ſhod thus, is not with outward ſhoes, but 
with that which will never wax old nor wear out ; and above al}, 
take the ſhield of Faith, that Faith which Chrift is the Author and 
Finiſher of, wherewith ye ſhall be able to quench all the fiery Darts of 
the Wicked ; this Shield of Faith is Holy, Divine and Precions, 
and is the Victory y which Spiritual Faith, God and Chriſt is the Au- 
thor of, and not Men : And take unto you the Helmet of Salvation and 
the Sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God, Phil. 6. This Hel- 
met of Salvation is Spiritual, and the Sword is Spiritual ; ſo not a 
natural Sword, or a natural Helmet z and the Word of God is cal- 
led a Hammer, a Fire, and a Sword, to hammer down, and cut down, 
and burn up that which hath made a Separation betwixt man and 
God; and itis{called the Word of Reconciliation, that reconciles to God, 
So the true Church and Miniſters of Chriſt are to prove themſelves 
by Pureneſs, by Knowledge, by Long-ſuffering, by Kindneſs, by the ho- 
ly Ghoſt, by Love wnfeigned, by the Word of Truth, by the Power of God, 
b the Armour of Righteouſneſs, 'on the Right hand and on the Left, 
2 Cor.'6. For though the Church of Chrilt do walk in the Fleſh, yet 
the Apoſtle ſaith, We domer War after the Fieſh;, for the Weapons of 
our Warfare are not Carnal, but Mighty through God, to the plucking 
down of ftrong-Holds (to wit, of Satan) cafting down Imaginations, 
ard every High thing that exalts it ſelf againſt the knowledge of God, 
and bringing into Captivity every Thought, to the Obedience of Chirſt, ha- 
wing in readineſs to yevenge all Diſchedi:nce. This is with Spiritual 
Weapons, not Carnal, 2 Cor. 16. And the Apoſtle faith to the 
Romans, The night is far ſpent, and the day is at hand, let us caſt off there- 
fore the Works of Darkyeſs, and put 07 the Armour of Light : This 
Armour of Light is not Natural, but Divine and Spiritual, toall the 
Children of the Light, and of the day; this Armour of Lrobt is afore 
Darkneſs was and the Devil the Power of it, and he the Power of 

| Darkucſyg 
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; Barkneſs cannot pearce thorow tliis Armour of Lightz and this 

. Armour of Light is abovea!! natural and carnal Armexr; and all the 
Children of the 'Ligbt, that walk in this Zsght, and this Armour, 
they walk honeſtly, and decently, 8s in the day 4 for they that walk 
in Rioting, Drunkerneſs, Chamberin; and Wantormeſs, make proviſion for 
the Fleſh to fulfill the Luſts thereof \, ſuch are naked concerning this 
Armour of Light, and though they may make profeſſion of Chriſt, 
they do not put him on as in, Roms. 13, 

And Chrilt ſaith, When a ſtrong man armed kgeps bus Honſe, his Goods 

are at peace, but when a ſtrenger then he ſball come upon him, and overcome 
him, he tak;s from him all bu Armour wherein ke truſted, and ſpoils his 
Goods, &c. Is not Chriſt ſtronger than the Devil that hath kept the 
Houſe of the hearts of People ? And doth not hedifarm him and 
{poil his Goods? And is not Chriſts Weapon Spiritual ? And the 
Lord ſaith to Zachariah, Not by might nor by power (to wit of men) 
but by my Spirit, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts ;- Zach. 4. The Lord faith, 
Comfort ye my People, ſpake ye comfortably to Jeruſalem, and Cry unto ber 
that her warfare is accompliſhed, that her Iniquity 1s pardoned, & 6c, Is 
not this Feruſalem Gods People, whoſe Iniquicy Chriit pardons, and 
warfare is accompliſhed, 1/z.40. And again 1ſaiab faith, Jſa. 2. 
end Micah 4. (ſpaking of Chriſt) He ſhall judge amongſt the Nations, 
end ſhell rebuke many People, and they ſhall vcat their Swords into Plow 
ſhares, and their Spears into Pruning-hooks, Nation ſhall not lift up Sword 
Againſt N ation, neither ſhall they learn War any more, but they ſhall ſis 
every man under bu Vine, and under hu Fig-Tree, andnone ſhall maks 
them afraid, fer the Mouth of the Lord of Moſts hath Jpiken ut : Is not 
this Vine Chriſt? And are not theſe the days of his Guſpel of 
Peace ? 

And David ſaith, Come, behol4rthe Works of the Lord, what deſol x- 
ion he makes in the Earth, he makes Wars toceaſe unto the ends of the 
E arth,he breaks the Bow and cuts the Spear in ſunderhe burns the Chariots 
zn fire, Pſal. 46. The Lord rebukes 4 2 company of Spear-men, the JAul- 
ritude of the Bulls, with the Calves of the People, till every one ſubmit hims« 
ſelf (to wit) to the Lord who ſcatters the People that delight in 
War : And are not theſe the days of Chriſt in the New Teſtamenr, 
who aſcended on high and led Captivity captive, and gave Gifts unto men 
that the Lord God might dwell amongſt them, Pal. 68. and Epheſ. 4. 8. 
where the Apoſtles ſhews the fulfilling of it ; and the Apoltle Fames 
ſaith, in kis general Epiſtle to the Church of Chriſt; From whence 
comes Wars and Fightings amengſt you? Come they net even of your Luſts, 
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that wer in your Members, ( Mark! in your Members)- James 4. 'S0 
here isa War in your Meinbers, the ground of it is from your Lufts, 
before the. Wars and. Fightings were outwardly amongſt People, 
which. Wars and Fightings without, comes from the Luſts of the 
Members within. And the Apoſtle ſaith to the Hebrews in the 11th 
chapter, who by Faith ſubdued Kingdoms, ,ſtopr the Mouthes of Lyons, 
quencht the Violence of Fire, eſcaped the edge of the Sword, this was 
the Sheild of Faith, a ſtronger weapon than outward Swords, and is 
a ſtronger Weapon than Fire, andcan quench the Violence of it, 
that ſtopt the Mouthes of Lyons ; this is beyond Carnal Weapons, 
which Fire and Lyons may overcome. And the Apoſtle exhorts T:- 
mothy, 2 Tim. 2. Thou therefore, -my Son, be ſtrong in the Grace that 51 
in Chriſt Feſms, and endure hardſhip, -4s a good ſouldier of Jeſus Chriſt. 
But T*mothy did not War with fl and Blood, with Carnal Weapons, 
as he was as a ſouldier of Chriſt, but with Chrifts heavenly Arms and 
Armexr , for as the Apoſtle Peter ſaith, in his general Epiſtle to the 
Church, For as much thex.as Chriſt hath ſuffered for #« in the Fleſh, arm 
your ſelves lik:wiſe with the ſame mind, (to wit, of Chritt) fer 
he that hath ſuffered in the Fleſh, bath ceaſed from fin that he no longer 
ſhould live the reſt of his time inthe Fleſh to the Luſts of men, but to the 
Will of God : for thetime paſt of our Life, may ſuffice to have wrought the 
will of the Gentiles or Nations. And the Apoſtle faith to the Romans, 
chap. 6. Yeild not your Members as Inſtruments of Unrighteouſneſs unto 
Sin, but yield your Members unto God, as thoſe that are alive from the 
dead, and your Members as Inſtruments of Righteouſneſs unto God. So 
its clear, they that yeild their Members as Initruments of Unrighte- 
ovſmels unto lin, are not alive unto God; and thetwo Witneſs 
that had power to (mite the Earth as often as they would, do you 
think that they did it with carnal Weapons ? And there was War in 
Heaven, Michael and bis Angels fought agairſt the Dragon, and the 
Dragon fought againſt his Anzels, and the Dragon prevailed nit, neither 
was there any more place found in Heaven for him, but he and his Angels, 
were caſt out into the Earth, Rev. 12. Now the holy Angels of Ged 
arc Spi: i:s, ſo then ttey had Spiritual Weapors, and not carral 
S words, Musk<ts, Pikes, and Piſtols, &e. £o fight with the Dryer. 
And John ſaid, ©1 ſaw Heaven open, and '«.hcid, a white Hor fe, and 
© he that ſate ypon him, was called Faithful ard true, and in Righte- 
© outneſs he doth Judge, and make War, &c. ard he was clothed with 
© x Velture dipt in Blood, and his Name was cal'ed, the Word of God,

Concerning Exhortation and Adnonition. 


Oncerning Exhortation, Fidas and Silas, &c. exhorted the 
Brethren with many Words, and comforted them, Atts 15. 
And the Apoſtle confirmed the Souls of the Diſciples, and exhorted 
them to continue in the Faith, and that we mult through many Tri- 
bulations enter into the Kingdom of Tod ; when he had ordained 
them Elders in every Church, &c. they commended them to the 
Lord, whom they believed, As 14. So you may ſee here was 
Elders ordained in every Church; and the aged Women are com- 
mended as well as the Men, as in Tiras 2. Ard Barnabas exhorted 
the Church of Antioch, yea, he exhorted them a!l that with purpoſe ' 
of heart they would cleave unto the Lord, As 11. 

And the Brethren wrote, exhorting to receive Apol'os, who when 
he was come into Ach14 helped them much, who had believed through 
Grace. Here you way fee it was the praRtice of the Church of 
Chriſt of exhoreing, and did help them which believed through 
Grace, Atts 18. And you may ſee in As 20. how the Apoſtle had 
given the Church of Macedonia much Exhortation, and this Exhorta- 
tion was In the Spirit and Power of Chriſt; for Chrilt gave to his 
Diſciples Power and Authority over all Devils, &c. Luk. 9. And 
the Apoſtles exhorted the Theſſalonians toexhort, 2 Theſ. 3 and in

Cyeonghtto walk and pleaſe God : And ſaid, Moreover, ye krow
